Thirdly, infallibility does not mean 
that the pope is free from the possi< 
bility of error in discussing questions 
of natural science, such as physics, 
geology, astronomy, or medicine— 
matters which involve in no way the 
deposit of revealed truth. Neither 
does the inerrability of the pontiff 
extend to purely political questions, 
such as the form of government a na« 
tion ought to adopt, or the candidates 
for whom Catholic citizens ought to 
vote. It does not, therefore, restrict 
the freedom of the scientists nor tres« 
pass upon the civil authority of the 
state.

Fourthly, infallibility does not sig 
nify that the pontiff is immune from 
liability to error in any domain when 
he speaks merely as a private teacher, 
In this capacity he is liable to err 
even in matters of faith and morals, 
Thus Benedict XIV wrote a treatise 
on Canon Law.

Council on Infallibility, four condi-

full and official capacity as pastor 
and doctor of all Catholics. 
2nd. He is infallible only when 
be speaks as the spiritual head of 
the Universal Catholic Church. 
3rd. He must speak with the 
fullness and finality of his apostolic 
authority. 
4th. His pronouncements are 
binding upon every Catholic in the 
whole world. 3 
Thus you may readily realize the 
limited field in which we claim the 
Pope is infallible. 
The doctrine of Infallibility has 
been difficult for many well-mean- 
ing non-Catholics to accept. They 
claim they have an infallible bible 
and need no infallible interpreter. 
And yet every non-Catholic claim- 
ing this is claiming to be his own 
Pope or interpreter, for he accepts 
his own interpretations as infallible, 
while we claim this privilege for 
only one person, the Vicar of Christ, 
the Pope. We accept his interpre- 
tation and thus we all have the 
same belief, we are preserved in 
unity. 
This unique gift of Infallibility 
was promised by Christ Himself. 
Turn to Sacred Scriptures and you 
find the following message: 
“Amen, amen, I say to thee that 
it is not flesh and blood that hath 
revealed this to thee, but my Fath- 
er who is in Heaven, and I say to 
thee that thou art Peter and upon 
this rock I will build my Church 
and the gates of Hell shall not pre- 
vail against thee.” By these words 
Christ emphasizes the special as- 
sistance accorded St. Peter and his 
successors. The gates of Hell, 
meaning error and _ corruption, 
might beat with uttermost fury 
against the Church and never pre-

Nor does this text stand alone in 
Sacred Scripture. Christ issued the 
following words in addressing St. 
Peter: “I have prayed for thee that 
thy faith fail thee not, and that

ed by the Catholics throughout all 
the history of the Church, but had 
never been made an article of faith. 
When questions arose concerning 
the doctrine, the Pope declared it 
to be binding upon all Catholics to 
believe in it. He did not do this at 
a moment’s notice but only after 
consulting with members of the 
Clergy from all over the world as- 
sembled in Rome. Every side of the 
question was considered, every 
proof assembled, and on December 
8, 1854, the Pope solemnly declared 
that the Blessed Virgin Mary had 
been conceived Immaculate, and 
that it was binding upon all Cath- 
olics to believe this. This was the 
last occasion on which the Popes 
exercised their infallible authority. 
Notice, too, that the Pope was 
not defining a new doctrine but was 
merely settling forever, an old 
question. 
No Cathloic position can be made 
clearer by means of comparison 
than that of Infallibility. 
When a group of tourists sets 
forth to climb the perilous Alpine 
peaks, they always take with them 
a guide certified by the Swiss gov- 
ernments as knowing the passes, 
the crevices, and as capable of 
meeting unforeseen dangers.

City Rents Parochial 
School and Employs 
Nuns As Instructors 


Oconto, Wis.—St. Peter’s par- 
ochial school here, which it was 
announced would not reopen this 
fall because of lack of funds, has 
been rented by the Oconto school 
board, which has retained the same 
teachers—five Sisters of St. Joseph 
of Carondelet—to conduct the 
classes. It has been specified, 
however, that any sectarian teach- 
ing must be done outside the reg- 
ular school hours to comply with 
the state law.

behalf of the orphans and depend- 
ent little ones, has manifested itself 
in the model plant, established in 
Fort Wayne. 


The Most Rev. Bishop who inaug- 
urated the program for the rearing 
of the imposing buildings at the 
Villa was the central figure on a 
dedicatory program which attract- 
ed a notable assembly of the dio- 
eesan clergy, about 75 attending, 
and several thousand of the laity. 
It is estimated that from the open- 
ing service at 10 a. m. until Sunday 
night upwards of 16,000 visited the 
grounds and attended the events 
of the day. 


The rain in the afternoon while 
the addresses were being given 
from a stand in the open resulted 
in many seeking shelter in the 
buildings or departing for their 
homes. With clearing skies, how- 
ever, the number of visitors in- 
creased and the long lines at the 
new buildings evidenced their in- 
terest in making a tour of them. 
Approximately 2,600 dinners and 
suppers were served under aus- 
pices of the Daughters of Isabella. 
The Catholic Orphan Guild and St. 
Vincent’s Sewing circle, assisted by 
the Knights of Columbus, conduct- 
ed a number of booths and con- 
cessions in the grove. While the 
weather proved some deterrent the 
festive centers were tent-topped 
and enjoyed generous patronage.

NORTHERN CANADA MISSIONERS 
MUST HAVE KNOWLEDGE OF 
RUDIMENTS OF SIXTY TRADES 


Washington. — Oblate mission- 
aries laboring among the Montag- 
nais and Cree Indians of the James 
Bay region in northern Canada 


have to possess a knowledge of the 
rudiments of about 60 trades and a 
dozen or so professions, the Rev. 
Dr. John C. Cooper, Professor of 
Anthropology at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, revealed upon 
his return recently from a tour 
of study in that region. 

This was one of two striking im- 
pressions made upon Dr. Cooper, 
who has had an intimate acquaint- 
ance with this part of the North 
American continent for the last 25 
years. The second outstanding im- 
pression, he said, was the discovery 
that the Indians in this region, re- 
presenting one of the most primi- 
tive, simple cultures on this contin- 
ent, are at present undergoing an 
experiment in communism. The ex- 
periment in communism, Dr. Coop- 
er said, is a transition from indiv- 
idual ownershiv to communism in 
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land, and is working out very badly — 


among the Indians. 

The Indians on the East and 
South Coasts of James Bay, who 
are Montagnais, are largely Anglh- 
ean, Dr. Cooper pointed out, The 
Cree Indians, on the West Coast of 
James Bay, are largely Catholic. 
At Fort Albany, a point on the 
southwestern coast of the bay, 
where the Anglican and Catholic 
Indians meet, Dr. Cooper said, “we 
discover a linguistic change going 
on under our very eyes.” He de- 
scribed this as a “very unusual 
phenomenon” comparable to the dif- 
ference between French and Italian. 
This, he added, is attributable to 
inter-marriage and the use of hymn 
books. The Anglican Indians marry 
among themselves, and the Catholic 
Indians among themselves, but do 
not have mixed marriages, Dr. 
Cooper explained. The Anglican 


hymn books are all printed in the 


Moose dialect, and the Catholic 
hymn books are printed in the Al- 
\bany, dialect. be added.

Is it true that Father James 
Cox is really running for the 
Presidency of the United 
States? If so, is it right for a 
Catholic priest to do such a 
thing, and isn’t it a little out 
‘of his line to do it? 

There is no serious thought 
of this priest running for the 
‘Presidency. He had thous- 
ands of admirers who urged 
him to run, and this got into 
the newspapers. His candi- 
dacy, however, was never tak- 
en seriously by his Bishop or 
by the Catholic clergy general- 
ly, who would not favor it 
even if there was a very 
strong demand. 

After reading, in a recent 
issue of OUR SUNDAY VISI- 


TOR, an article telling how 


Christ instituted the sacra- 
ment of Penance, I am re- 
minded of the objections 
against confession to a priest 
recently offered by a Protest- 
ant friend of mine. These 
were taken by her from the 
“International Christian 
Worker’s New Testament.” 

First of all, she thinks that 
St. Matt. 7:1, 2, “Judge not 
that you may not be judged,” 
forbids the priest’s hearing a 
confession. Then, she states 
that “there is no place in the 
Bible where it says that a 
priest has the power to for- 
give sins.” She quotes against 
confession to a priest and ab- 
solution 1 Tim. 2:5, “For 
there is one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus.” Finally, she offers a 
summary of references which, 
she states, proves the neces- 
sity of repentance, confession 
and restitution. 


I would appreciate your 
favor, if you would explain 
these questions and define the 
terms “‘mediator” and “repen- 
tance” as they are found in 
Holy Scripture. 

That St. Matt. 7:1, 2, can- 
not apply in the premises is at 
once apparent when one reads 
1 Cor. 5:12, where St. Paul 
commanded that the church at 


Corinth judge the incestuous |_ 


person and “put him with- 
out,” i. e@, excommunicate 
him. The injunction of Our 
Saviour means that, according 
to the standard of moral 
values we use in estimating 
the conduct of other people, 
we ourselves shall be judged: 
it is, therefore, advisable to be 
cautious in passing judgments 
on others because we commit 
ourselves to the standard of 
values and consent to be 
judged thereby should we de- 
part from the way. 

Now about the general 
statement that the Bible is 
“silent” on the power of the 
priest to forgive sins, we point 
to the following messages: St. 
og 16: 18, 19; St. John 20 

2, 23; Num. 5:6, 7; St. Matt. 
a Acts 19:18; James 5:16. 
These show clearly enough 
that Christ gave to the priests 
of his Church the power of 
absolution. Our Lord, for in- 
stance, definitely says (in St. 
John 20:23), “Whose sins you 
shall forgive, they are forgiv- 
en them; and whose sins you 
shall retain, they are retain- 
ed.”’ That these powers would 
continue to be exercised by the 
successors of the apostles is a 
truth implicit in St. Matt. 28: 
20: Our Lord extends the

Paul does all and commands 
the church “in the person of 
Christ” (verse 10). Those, 
then, who come under the 
terms of Christ’s commission 
to the Church act “in Christ’s 
stead” and are to be consider- 
ed Christ’s representatives. 
In confessing one’s sins to’ 
the priest, one in no sense sub- 
stitutes the priest for Christ 
—no more than one, who deals 
in a matter with President 
Hoover’s appointed represen- 
tative, would be substituting 
the inferior for the superior. 
Indeed, the President presum- 
ably would be displeased if his 
representative were flouted 
and ignored. Those who, like 
your friend, urge the old 
stock, Protestant objection of 
“Christ the one mediator’, 
neglect to read the next verse 
(6th) following the quoted 
passage (1 Tim. 2:5): “Who 
gave himself a redemption 
for all, a testimony in due 
times.” What kind of “a medi- 
ator’’, then, is Christ? Heisa 
mediator of redemption; and 
Catholics do not believe that 


-lany priest can take Christ’s 


place as mediator of redemp- 
tion. It is perfectly in order, 
however, that there should be 
mediators of prayer (such as 
the priest), and that Chris- 
tians should seek their aid. 
Catholics do not confess mere- 
ly to the priest; they confess 
first “to Almighty God”’. 
afterwards “and to you, fath- 
er,’ that they have sinned. 

About the multitude of 
other references cited by your 
friend in support of repent- 
ance and restitution (which 
we suppose she thinks Catho- 
lics neglect), no Catholic 
would what they 
teach. “Repentance” and re- 
stitution and amendment of 
life are certainly necessary to 
the forgiveness of sin. But 
confession of sins to God’s re- 
presentative is also necessary, 
if what the Bible says on the 
subject means anything. 

On the other hand, we must 
insist that the Protestant no- 
tion of “repentence” de- 
fective: it means no more 
than interior sorrow or “dis- 
position” which is thought to 
work an “amendment of life.” 
The Catholic term is more 
comprehensive. It is penance. 
Penance means the Protestant 

repentance” and more. It 
means also the performance 
of works which attest the sin- 
cerity of the penitent. Our 
Saviour commended as an ex- 
ample, against his contempor- 
aries, the “repentance” of the 
men of Nineve (St, matt 12:

Foregoes Fellowship 
To Head Benedictine 
Science Department 


Hubert Blocker, O.S.B., new head 
of the department of biological 
science at St. Benedict’s College 
here, has just refused the offer of 
a fellowship to do research work 
in the field of zoology at Michigan 
University, where he recently re- 
ceived his doctorate, in order to 
take up his duties here. 


Dr. Blocker has been doing re- 
search work in zoology at the 
Michigan University summer school! 
since receiving his degree of Mas- 
ter of Science from Iowa Univer- 
sity in 1927. He has specialized in 
the field of embryology under the 
direction of Dr. Peter Okkelberg, 
head of Michigan’s zoology depart- 
ment. 

The work done in preparation of 
his thesis, “An Embryonic History 
of the Germ Cells in Passer Domes-

ticus,” (the common sparrow), cor- | 
roborated the Weismann theory of. 
the stability and independence of 
the germ cells, which are transmit- 
ted from generation to generation 
unaffected by the characteristics 
acquired during life by the individ- 
ual animal. Dr. Blocker’s study 
supported the view that the germ 
cells have a stable existence almost 
entirely independent of the life of 
the individuals in which they exist 
from generation to generation. The 
growth of the germ cells proceeds 
by a process of division apart from 
the growth of the body. 


The new head of the biological 
department of the college here is a 
native of Seneca, Kan. His high 
school and college work was done 
here at St. Benedict’s, where he re- 
ceived his Bachelor’s degree in 
1921, followed by a degree of Mas- 
ter of Arts, with a thesis on the 
Books of Moses, in 1923. 

Ordained to the priesthood, in 
1925, he became a member of the 
faculty at Maur Hill Junior High 
School and St. Benedict’s High 
School here. The winter and spring 
of 1926-1927 were spent as assist- 
ant pastor of his home parish, SS. 
Peter and Paul’s, at Seneca. In 
1927, he returned to St. Benedict’s 
where he taught courses in chemis- 
try and zoology. 

Beginning with the present school 
term Dr. Blocker will teach courses 
in general biology, embryology, and 
genetics, meanwhile continuing his 
research work in embryology. He 
is assisted in the department by 
the Rev. Felix Nolte, O.S.B., and 
the Ven.

Naturally they will jump to the 
conclusion that Catholics endorse 
the sentiments of the glowing edi- 
torial which lauded this Beauty 
Queen, that Catholic education fol- 
lows the current of pagan thought 
which thinks that bodily beauty is 
“the symbol of race betterment” 
.. “The lovely young woman pic- 
tured here is interesting for more 
than beauty, poise, intelligence and 
high purpose. She mirrors the life 
stream of this great city.” ... 

I have lately been under the im- 
pression that the standard of mod- 
esty I learned has been outworn 
and that one must follow the 
times. I was edified to read in Our 
Sunday Visitor on the same day 
that the bathing beauty was her- 
alded by a Chicago paper, that wo- 
men and girls can give scandal by 
their lack of modesty in dress.

I object to the use of the word 
“riches” when used to designate the 
properties, supposedly valued at 
thirty million dollars, belonging to 
a body of four thousand men and 
used for purposes of public welfare 
such as the education of youth. 
That amount seems rather small 
when we remember that our coun- 
try boasts of several universities 
which represent, individually, a 
value of much more than thirty 
millions. 

Now let me assure you that sev- 
eral of the institutions which the 
government of Spain is said to have

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of the United States in the interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution. When a dif- 
ference of opinion arises as to the 
construction of a constitutional pro- 
vision, the question is referred in the 
last resort to the Supreme Court, at 
Washington. When the chief justice 
with his associates pronounces judg- 
ment upon it, that decision is accept- 
ed by all parties as final and irrevoca- 
ble by any other court. 


Every citizen of our country prais- 
es the wisdom of the founding fath- 
ers in arranging this tribunal for the 
peaceful adjudication of disputes con- 
cerning the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion, which the fathers foresaw would 
inevitably arise. Without such a 
court, the Constitution would soon be 
torn into shreds by conflicting inter- 
ests. Anarchy, secession and civil 
war would speedily displace the po- 
litical union of so many states having 
different racial complexions and dif- 
ferent economic interests. 


That the Union has been preserved 
is traceable to the existence of the 
Supreme Court. Indeed, historians 
are agreed that the one Civil War 
which has occurred in the century and 
a half of our national existence, would 
have been avoided if our domestic 
quarrel had been submitted to the 
Supreme Court instead of having been 
icft to the arbitrament of the sword. 


The same basic arrangement which 
has preserved the unity of our States 


A Difference 


The analogy between the function 
of the Supreme Court in the interpre- 
tation of the Constitution, and that 
of the pope in the interpretation of 
Holy Scripture, can scarcely fail to 
make a profound appeal to every citi- 
zen of our country regardless of re- 
ligious belief. A non-Catholic law- 
yer, to whom the writer pointed out 
ithis similarity, commented as fol- 
lows: “Yes, indeed, the analogy is 
striking. But there is a difference 
worth noting. It is this: While 
recognizing that the decision of the 
Supreme Court is binding and with- 
out appeal, we do not admit it to be 
infallible. It may still be wrong. 
Whereas, you Catholics maintain 
that the decision of the pope is not 
only binding, but is infallible. In that 
respect, the comparison limps.” 


: Let me now address to my dear 
non-Catholic reader the words I then 
addressed to my legal friend: The 
difference you point out is true. But 
it is to be noted that the circumstance 
of making the decision of the Su- 
preme Court final and irrevocable de- 
mands in theory that it should be in- 
fallible. For its decision should not

But Jesus Christ is the Founder of 
the Catholic Church and of the su- 
preme tribunal of papal infallibility. 
In giving to that court the power of | 
making its decisions binding and 
without appeal, He gave it that which 
the authoritativeness and the irrevoc- 
ability of its decisions really demand 
—actual infallibility. 

For unlike the founding fathers, He 
possessed infallibility and was able, 
therefore, to confer it upon the high- 
est tribunal in His Church, yes, more 
than that, He was in duty bound to 
confer it, for otherwise He would be 
'responsible for a court whose decision : 
was binding in conscience upon all 
its members, and yet in that decision 
there would be the possibility of 
falsehood and injustice. “Upon re- 
flection,” said my legal friend, “I 
must admit that I can see no possi-). 
bility of escape from the logic of that 
conclusion.” 


From the binding and irrevocable 
character of the decisions of the Pope 
speaking in his official capacity, in- 
fallibility follows, therefore, as a log- 
ical necessity. 

Let us now see if the voice of rea- 
son is confirmed by the handwriting 
of history. Let us see if such iner- 
rancy was, as a matter of historical 
fact, conferred by Christ upon Peter, 
the first pontiff of His Church.

We must be always ready 
for a ¢all before His court. How 
well prepared would: you be? 

You might ask, what are we to 
receive as a faithful or upfaithful 
child? 

The bad, the unfaithful, the sin- 
ners who do not repent may expect 
to hear only one word from the 
Eternal Judge, Christ. It sounds 
so different from the kindly words 
we hear in His Gospel every Sun- 
lday. His sad and final words to the 
bad will be: “Go, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire.” We must remem- 
ber that God knows all things and 


ipiness He has prepared.for us. It 
‘is entirely “our own” fault if we 


lose that everlasting blessing. So 
live, children of the faith, that you 
may be found faithful, and not de- 
serving of the final condemnation.

There are many interesting 
things to tell about the history and 
uses of Holy Water. Water was 
always used, as it is today, for 
cleaning. On that account it is 
used as the sign, or symbol, of 
spiritual cleaning, as in the Sacra- 
ment of Baptism. In this particular 
Sacrament, water was used by St. 
John in the Baptism of Jesus in 
the River Jordan. The Church, with

Regarding the blessing of Holy 
Water, here is a short history of it. | 
The present ceremony of blessing 
water with a mixture of salt, is told 
by Pope St. Alexander Ist., who 
governed the Church from the year 
109 to the year 119. He says: “We 
bless, for the use of the people, 
water mingled with salt.” Marcel- 
lius Columna says St. Matthew be- 
gan this sacred ceremony. St. Basil 
also says the Holy Water and its 
ceremonies and uses are from the 
days of the Apostles. 

The blessing of the people before 
High Mass, on Sundays, was start- 
ed by Pope St. Leo IV, who was 
Pope from 847 to 855. Holy Water 
was placed at the door of the 
churches, probably in accord with 
the regular cleansing required by 
the Jews in the Old Law. At least 
we have the writings of ancient 
Tertullian, telling us the Early 
Christians washed their hands and 
faces with Holy Water, before they 
entered the church. The Church 
has piously enriched the use of 
Holy Water with Indulgences. 

The use of Holy Water in your 
homes, is an older custom, than the 
use of it in the churches. The old, 
old form used in blessing such 
water, has these words: “to give 
health, drive away disease, put the 
demons to flight.” Keep the fonts 
filled in your homes. See that they
